running away with the girl was seduction, and
that fnﬁlng in thies he became maddened almost
to Insanity. Onething, however, is certain, that
he did not succeed in ruining the girl, and that
she has come back to her friends as pure as when
ehe left,

WIERE WAS HE?

Where the reverend gentleman was between
his dizappearance on Fr d“f evenlng and his re-
appearance on Tuesday it Iz difficult ut the pre-
sent moment to tell. But permitting this lacuna
in his history to remain unfilled for the present,
the narrative of his adventures may be taken up
yesterday afternoon at
LOVEJOY'S HOTEL,
where he registered his name and address
paratory to taking aspartments. The name g
waa that of “Heury P. Daly, of Bt. Lonis, Mo."
After registering his name he turned round and
asked some one to come out with him. His
invitation was accepted by one of the gentlemen
present, who, however, had no previous ac-
quaintance with him, and was in total ignorance
of kls object. The hotel is at one corner of
Beekman street—the Worid office [s opposite.
Thither he walked, manifesting no unusual feel-
ing in his demeanor. e asked the clerk at the
counter for a copy of yesterday's World. It
was given to him. After reading some portions
of it he became excited—the views of the public
on his conduct, as therein expressed, uniting
ith the shcn'g: wine, which he afterwards con-
fessed he had been drinking, to disturb his self-
jon. He made soine Inguiries of the
elerk in reference to the articles contained in
the paper, which, of course, that gentleman
could not answer. At that moment one of the
gentlemen connected with the editorial depart-
ment of the World entered the publication office
to obtain the key of the door lcarli{llg to the
editor’s rooms, As the manners of “Mr, Henry
P. Daly, of 8t. Louls, Mo.," were not at that
moment speclally unpleasant, ghe official in the
counting-room observed, *‘T'here is a gentleman
from up-stairs; he knows more aboutf those mat-

ters than I do,”

The manner of “Mr. Daly” immediately
changed. His face became livid with anger.
Rushing towards the gentleman alluded to, he
cried ont, gesticulating vehemently: —

‘““Who wrote that article, sir?”

Somewhat surprised at the unusual vigor of
this address, the gentleman addressed quietly
replied:—

“Your question is decidedly impertinent. 1
eannot inform you.”

After a few moments, in which Mr, Cooke
dndulged in threats of a similar strain, nn officer
eame, and he was accordingly given in charge.

“Dashing” igexactly the word which describes
the nermal Rev. Horace Cooke's appearance: It
was hardly applicable to his then condition.

NE WANTE TO GET OUT.

After being locked up in the eell, Cooke sent
o 8llp of paper, on which was written the follow-
Ing:—"' Lot me out in the passage- wn{. und I will
rlvagm £10." The words were plalnly writton
n & handsome hand, and did not indicate any
phyalcal nervousness, No answer was sent to
the note, and the man remasined all night In the

cell. A number of sequainiances ed to seo
him, but they were not permitted to have an in-
terview with him.

WHY SHE LRFT.

The general bellef 18 now that Miss Johnson
was a young religious enthusiast, and that Mr.
Cooke had acquired that singular spell power over
ber whieh, as iswell known, often results from
the development of an almost femntical degree
of so-called religious ardor. There Is also rea-
son Lo suspect that the young girl had the mis-
fortune not te have econcealed from him the ex-
istence of this fascivation which he exercised
over her aots, and that in a moment of semi-
infatuation he requested herto fly with him, and
she blindly assented.

8he stated to her father that Mr. Cooke went
to the school honee on Friday afternoon last,
and made arrangements with her to leave lm-
modlnte{y. 8he obeyed, and they left shat even-
ing for Philadelphia. ﬂnving arrived there her
“tﬁght}'" companion went to a kotel and hired a
room, to which he escorted his youthful clmrr,u.
and instantly took his departure, since which
time until twelve o'clock last night she had
neither seen nor heard anything of him. It
may aleo be s matter of Interest to the inguisi-
tive to know that there is not the slightest rea-
son to sulppom that Miss Johnson 1s not as chaste
n young lady as when she left her parents’ home
last week; on the contrary, it is asserted that
she is In no wise harmed save in the matter of
unenviable and unfortunsate notoriety.

A reporter of the Times had an interview with
Cooke In the Iatter’s cell, from which we extract
the following:—

COOKE'S STATEMENT,

The story told by Cooke was one of a boy's
love, as follows:—"When I was cighteen years
old 1 was engaged to be married fo n girl about
my own age, | loved her devotedly, and had
every reason to belleve that my affections were
returned. An aunt of hers broke the engage-
ment; how, | do not know, but villalnously. The
girl went to the West Iudles, and I have never
seen hergince. Upon leaving this country she re-
turned my ring, dagunerreotype, letters, and all the
tokens of affection which bad passed between
us. Her image faded from my mind, and when
about twenty years old I married my present
wife., She was and always has been the best
of women, and we have never quarreled during
our long married life. Before entering the
ministry I was an actor, and for six months was
upon the stage of the Old Bowery Theatre. U

to the time of coming to New Yor
my life was n happy one, and as
pure as befitted a Christian man and &

minister of the Gospel. [ was pever unfaithful
to my wife in the slightest degree, even in
thought or deed, and the story in regard to my
visiting places of bad repute is a fabrication,
bascly false, When we moved to Seventh
street 1 became acquainted with Mattle John-
ston. In form and feature she was the eoun-
terpart of my first love, resembling her fn all
respacts. I beeame Infatuated beyond control,
and it was utterly beyond my power to re-
#lst the temptation to try and make her mine.
But although loving her to degperation, I never
had any criminal lntercourse with her; and, so
help me God, she is as pure and Innocent this
night a& an angel in Heaven. Oh! I was a fool
to do such a thing. Don't palliate my erlme, for
I have ancted most wickedly, and will bear any
punishment that may be put upon me. I in-
tended to flee the country, and would have done
86 but for that infernal article in the World yes-
terday mornlng, It was s clear tissue of lles
from beginning to end, and I could not ferbear
facing him and seeking vengeance upon him.
But for this I would never have been found out.
It was this object alone which foreed me from
my hiding piace. 1 have not done with the
writer of :Lut article yet, and if I ever get out of
this place ﬁherc the prisoner gnashed his teeth,
and clenching his fists struck them wildly agaionst
the iron bars, adding at the same time with em-
{:hnsia}, 1 wlil wreak o terrible vengeance upon

CUBA.

Dinlemette P WTos Rxcoatiens.

The full correspondence between Secretar
Fieh and Minister Roberts on the Cuban buosi-
ness has just been published. We take from it
the . following account of the execution of
Messrs, Spenkman and Wryeth, as sent by
General Sickles to the Secretary of State:—

It aplmm that Charles Bpeakman, s citizen
of the United Btates, rcsldiﬂ{.; in Aurora, Ind.,
where be has a wife and child, belng hfv ouenpa-
tion a enilor, about the eud of April shipped as a
seaman on board the schooner Gm%“hoff“f Now
York, aI[ivnlng articles for Falmouth, in Jamalca,
in good faith, knowlng nothing of the objects of
the voyage. While lying in the lower bay of
New York the tug-boat which was to tow the
Grapeshot to sen arrived at midnlght, bringiog
some nh.f armed Cubans, with a considerable
supply of munitions of war. Bpeakman objected
to continuing the voyage, and desired to return
to the city in the propeller; but the captain
assured him that, although he had taken the
Cubans on board, he would not risk his vessel
by attemptiog to run the Spanish blockade, but
would proceed at once to Fulmouth, lnnd the
Cubans and go for a carge of frult, When off
Cape Maysi the Cubans ook charge of the yes-
gel, ran her ashore and disembarked.

Speakman, who had a quarrel with the cap-
tain about the en% ment, was forelbly put on
ghore with the Cubaus. They were soon at-
tacked by the Bpanish troops, routed, and dis-

serred, Bpeakman tuking no part in the fight.

¢took the first opportunity to give himself up to
the Bpanish authoritics, and on the 10th of June
was brought to Bantingo, subjected to a private
examination before the Fiscal, in the presence
of an lnterpreter, and condemned to death lwm-
medlately, The Consul of the United States
made application to the Governor of the place
by letter to grant a reprieve of a few days to
ennble Bpeakman to obiain from Jamaica the

yroofs necessary to establish his lunocence,
’[‘he letter of the Consul was never answered.
in company with the English
Viee-Consul, made a personal application
to the Governor. The Governor replled
that his orders were positive, alluding to Cap-
tain-General Dulee's proclamation of the 24th of
March, 1809, and added that, owing to the dls-
sensions prevailing in the dpauin forcos, the
diseatisfaction of the Catalan volunteers and the
danger of a counter revolution against himself,
it would be entirely impossible Lo graunt oven a
short reprieve. nsgquently Spenkman was
exeou on the morning of the 17th June,
within fourteen hours after he was brought to
the city. These facts are derived from the ofi-
clal reporte of the Acting United States Consul,
Dr. Phillips, Admiral Hoff, and the dying state-

¥wo Noterlens Desperndoes Escape (rom a
Connty Prison,

The Chleago Republican of January 11 has
the following: —

About 8 o'clock Inst evening two notorious
ruflinns confined in cell No. 80 of the County
Jail effected their escape from that institution.
Of the escaped Hriaunern John O'Brien was in-
carcerated for umiarlzin a house on Wabash
avenue of §700 worth o ]:inw last summer,
and the other, Thomas Kllcore, alias Jones,
was confined for nssaulting and robbing a man
on Kinzle street last September. The last-men-
tioned rufflan was held under 250,000 bail., The
escape was undertaken and ,effected in a slg-
nally bold and expert manner, Just pre-
vious to locking up, a number of pri-
goners confined for light offenses were
[ ed In carrying water to the
different cells; the occupants of No, 80, taking
advantage of the confusion, “pried” open the
lock of thelr apartment with an frun hook which
was uted for hanglog clothes upon. Having
encceeded In ol-)»eninq their cell door, with the
cognizance, doubtless, of their fellow-eaptives,
the two men stole along the corridor leading
eastward and terminating In the scaffold re-
cently erected for the contemplated execution
of Danlel Walsh. On the south elde of the
platform, which is erected about three feet above
the floor, some planks were left off, affording
an entrunce into the basement; lead!nrg through
an enclosed doorway Into the new left wing of
the court-house. When the fellows had rianaged
to get all clear, one of the prisoners informed
Jailor Btone of the escape effected by the two
desperadoes. That oflicer instantly gave the
ularm, but, ns a matter of course, without avail
— the birds had flown, and up to the latest ae-
counts had not been recaptured.

The frequency of such escapes from places of
confinement in this city tends to show a lack of
capability somewhere. Either the prisons are
improperly censtructed, or the guard placed
over prisoners is insufficient. One man placed
in the jailor's oflice cannot, if he wounld, prevent
such escapes as ithat of last evening. The
County Jull is pre-eminently conspicuous as the
most Insecure of all the leaky prisons with
which Chicago is afficted.

ARCIIC EXPLORATION.

Letter to Captaln HMall from the Bromen Com-
mittee of the German Polar Expadition.

The following communication will explain
itself :—

Brexex, Dec, 20, 1860.—<To Captain Charles
Francie Hall, Arcilc Explorer, New York—
Honorable Sir:—As Secrelary of the Bremen
Committee of the German Arctic Exploring Ex-
pedition, I have the honor to send you herewlth
a ghort account of the plan of our expedition,
which left Bremen apd the German shores on
the 15th nf June, 1800, in two ships, a steamer
and a gailing vessel. I pregume t you, dear
sir, as an experienced and celebrated Arctle
explorer, will have a peculinr interest in
our enterprise. Yon will see from reports
that the =ships are provisioned for two
years. Their plan is to reach the eastern coast
of Greemlund this year, and during the next

summer to go as far north as possible, either by
land or water. Ships were seen lnst on the 1st
ot Augrust In latitude 73 north and longitude 15
west of Greenwich. Aeccordiog to the account
received from whalers crnising in these regions
at that time, we have reason to believe that our
shipa will have succeeded in plercing the ice-
floes which surround the eastern coast of Green-
land, so that after wintering the expedition
might have a good chance of exploring these
unknown regions farther north than has ever
been reached by snf one before. To the Bre-
men committee it 18 interesting, in the mean-
whHe, to get every new account of Arctic travel,
even from forelgn countries,

I presume t you will have drawn up s
report of your long sojourn in those regions and
given It to some newspaper or soclety.

We should be very glad 1f yon would kindly

send us euch a report. You intend, I under-
stand, to return next year to the Acctic regions,
In this cage you would greatly gratify us i you
would give us notiee when you go and where
you are golng. We may trouble you with gome
etters to our Arctie friends. Though not pro-
bable, it is within the bounds of possibility that
such letters may reach them somewhere through
the Esquimaux,

Plans for the New Department Bulldings.

The plaus for the new State Department
buildlnf. pre[mrcd by Messrs. A. B. Maullett,
Supervizing Architect of the Treasury Dapart-
ment, and Edward Clark, Architect in charge of
the Capitol Extengion, have been approved by
the commission, consisting of Secretaries Fish,
Belknap, Cox, und General Michler, appolnted
to examine the same and select o site for the
building. It has not yet been determined of
what materinls the new bulldings will be con-
structed, though it {s probable that granite will
be gelected. 1t will have a front of 200 feot and
n depth of 25, and bo of the French Renaisganoe
style. The Eaneml design consists of a centre
pavilion, wit winEa three stories high and Man-
sard roof. At each corner of the bullding there
will be a pavillon of three Iniercolnmnia-
tlons, and a carriage rch on elther
eénd. The extreme helght of the building in the
centre will be 95 feet; to the maln coruice it will
be 55 feet: and to the top of the attle story 75
feet. A terrace balcony will extend along the
malin front by the suite of rooms for the secro-
tary on the second floor. The centre pavillon
wirﬁ bo crowned with a pediment huvingnacu]r-
tured composition in the t}v’mpmum. There will
be about Xttyroom in the bullding, besldes a
number of rooms in the fourth or atiic story for
flies and & number in the basement for heating-
apparatus, etc, There will be two bhalls in the
bullding, one lengthwise with stalrs al entry end,
and the othier crossways. An oclagonal rotunda
oucuples the centre, and sround this will be
grouped the water-closets, bath-rooms, ete.;
ampla ventllation for which will be lecurogn hn

the supporting &:lau of the rotunda, The b
ing will be entirely fire-proof, with tile floors,
fron roof, and slate wvcﬁnu

Treatment of Fenlan Prisoncrs.
By the Franco-American Cabla.

Lonpox, Jan. 13.—A deputation of English
and Irish workingmen combined, walted yes-
terday upon Mr, Bright, nrging him to propose
the appolutment of a commission to inguire
thoroughly into the alleged ill-treatment of Fe-
nian prisoners.

Corn ve, Domestic Distilled Spirita, This s a lpro-
ceeding ¢n rem. for the forfelture of Apirits for violn-
tion of the State Inspection law, The law requires
the inspection of *all domestic distilled splrits," and
provides for the seizare and condemnation of all
spirits not Inspected. In the present case the spirits
were originally distilled in New York, and were con-
signed to D, Glitinay, of this city, ln thelr raw state,
He rectifled them here and made them into “Jamaica
row,” *gin,” and “whisky,” and put them into
fresh barrels, The apirits, when seized, were
about to be shipped to Norfolk, Virginia, with-
out having been nn.p:l:led. The clalmant contends
that these are not “‘domestio distilled spirita” within
the meantng of the law, and that only Pennsylvanis
whisky Is liuble to State (nspection. The Common-
wealth clalms that all spirits distilled within the
United States are ‘‘domestic,” and that raw spirits
from other States whicl are rectified here would be
lable to inspection, even if the law only applied to
Pennsylvania spirits. It i3 clalmed also that Penn-
